1 . Claims 1-9, 11 -25 and 27-29 are allowed in view of Applicant's arguments 
(pages 10/25+ of Appeal Brief). Particularly, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
fairly suggest a system or method "...wherein a first request of the requests for an event 
booking identifies a first event which may occur in the future and a first action to be 
taken upon occurrence of said first event, wherein the first request includes a 
description of the first event using a syntax which is unintelligible to the event broker, 
but which is intelligible to a first event manager of the event managers, wherein 
subsequent to receiving notice of said event booking, said first event manager is 
configured to determine whether said event booking will be accepted by said first event 
manager, and provide a positive acknowledgement to said event broker in response to 
determining said event booking is accepted." as similarly recited in combination with 
other features of independent claims 1,15 and 22.
